AN ORDINANCE amending the City of 
Fort Wayne Zoning Map No. Q-18. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 

INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the area described as follows is hereby 

designated an R-3 (Multiple Family Residential) District under the terms 

of Chapter 33 of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974: 

Lots No. 408 through 418, inclusive, and Lots No. 455 
through 462, inclusive, together with the alley vacated 
between Lots No. 411 through 418, inclusive, and Lots 
No. 455 through 462, inclusive, by Declaratory Resolution 
913-1955, as the same appears in Plat Book 22, Page 84, 
and Lot No. 463 except that portion thereof sold off by 
the School City of Fort Wayne to the City of Fort Wayne, 
by Deed dated August 2, 1955, and recorded in Deed Record 
499, Pages 394-5, and more particularly described as follows: 

The West fifteen (15) feet of Lot No. 463 in Grasmere 
Heights Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
according to the recorded plat thereof, together with 
a triangular area described as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing on the South line of said Lot No. 463 at a 
point situated ten (10) feet West of the Southeast corner 
thereof; thence West along the South side of said lot a 
distance of ten (10) feet; thence North and parallel to 
the West line of said lot a distance of thirty (30) feet; 
thence Southeast on a straight line to the point of beginning, 

and the symbols of the City of Fort Wayne Zoning Map No. Q-18, as established 

by Section 11 of Chapter 33 of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 

are hereby changed accordingly. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.

RESOLUTION OF ZONING ORDINANCE AMENDMENT RECOMMENDATION 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
on May 15, 1984, referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City Plan 
Commission which proposed ordinance was designated as Bill No. Z-84-05-07; 
and. 


WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such proposed 
ordinance has been published as required by law; and, 

WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission conducted a public hearing on 
such proposed ordinance on May 14, 1984; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan Commission does hereby 
recommend that this ordinance be returned to the Common Council with a DO PASS 
recommendation based on the Commission's following "Findings of Fact". 

(1) the grant will not be injurious to the public health, safety, 
morals, and general welfare of the community; 

(2) the use or value of the area adjacent to the property included in 
the rezoning will not be affected in a substantially adverse manner; 

(3) the need for the rezoning arises from some condition peculiar to 
the property involved and the condition is not due to the general 
conditions of the neighborhood; 

(4) the strict application of the terms of the zoning ordinance will 
constitute an unusual and unnecessary hardship if applied to the 
property for which the rezoning is sought; and, 

(5) the grant does not interfere substantially with the comprehensive 
plan adopted under the 500 series of the metropolitan development law. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Secretary is hereby directed to present 
a copy of this resolution to the Common Council at its next regular meeting.
